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INTRODUCTION 


This report presents data on collective bargaining agreements in the 
Mountain Plains Region which are due to expire during 1982. The listing of 
contract expirations is limited to bargaining units of 200 or more employees and 


is believed to represent a sizeable portion of the major agreements in the ten 


states in Federal Regions VII and VIII. Information wis derived from the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics file of collective bargaining agreements as wel) as other 

outside sources. Bargaining unit figures are estimates only and are subject to 
change as the level of employment within each firm responds to various economic 


conditions. 


Table 1 lists union and association membership and nonagricultural employment 
by state. Tables 2 and 3 summarize the number of workers covered by collective 


bargaining agreements expiring during 1982, by state and major industry division. 


Table 4 presents a detailed listing of agreements by state and expiration date as well 
as the specific location of the bargaining unit, union, size of the bargaining unit, 
and industry classification code. Users should refer to Appendix A for identification 
of union abbreviations and to Appendix B for a listing of Standard Industrial 


Classification codes. 


The Mountain Plains Region consists of Federal Regions VII and VIII serviced by 
the Kansas City Regional office of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. Federal Region 
VII includes Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, and Nebraska. Federal Region VIII includes 


Colorado, Montana, North Dakota, South Dakota, Utah, and Wyoming.
